SUNDAY IN GLASGOW. ae 


Giascow, Monday.—Yesterday Glasgow was! 
placed in what may be termed an “extraordinary 
tix” by the entire stoppage of the cab and omni- 
bus trathe throughout ‘the city and suburbs. It 
appears that certain ¢ity missionaries have been 
labcring for some time past among the cab and 
omnibus men in Glasgow and suburbs, of whom 
there are about five hundred and fifty, and they 
have at length succeeded in convincing them that 
sv long as they continued to drive people to church, 
or anywhere else, on Sundays, they were them- 
selves driven to perdition, A declaration was ac- 
cordingly issued a few weeks since, to the effect 
that the consciences of the eabmen would not per- 
mit them to follgw this unholy traffic any longer, 
and that on Sundays, for all time coming, beyia- 
ning with yesterday the 10th, they would reef from 
their labors. ¥ 

Although this intimation was publiciy given, 
the inbalitants paid littie attention to it, as they 
could not believe that the men were in earnest in 
theirintention of stepping all carriage intercourse 
on Sunday ina city with four handred thousand 
inhabitants, especially as the principal use of the 
cabs and busses was to convey people from distant 
parts of the city, or from the suburbs, to the vari- 
ous churches. The result showed, however, that 
the men were perrectly in earnest: for vesterday’ 
with the exception of a few private carriages, the 
streets of Glasyow Were as free from the rattle of 
wheels as those of Pompeii or Ephesus. The in- 
convenience and annoyance resulting from this ex 
treme measure of Sabbath observance are indeseri- 
bable. Lame and infirm people could not reach 
the church aceording to their usual wont. Sur- 
geons and physicians (unless they kept private 
eartiages) could not visit their patients; and 
frends and relatives living far apart could not vis- 
iteach other upon their usual day of leisure. 
A lady was takea ill in one of the churehes, 
but not a cabman | found ty cen-

a doctor's certificate. Jfundreds of respectable 
families have of late years built themselves hand- 
sume little country houses in the pretty suburban

We think that this act will be very aceeptable to 
Ministers. It saves them the annoyanee of read- 
ing announcements on the Sabbath; it saves them 
the recording fee; it saves them from liability to 
suits from parents or guardians whose children or 
wards have been Joined in marriage without their 
certified consent. ‘The Registrar's or Town Clerk's 
certificate is their full and suff Warrant for 
svlemnizing the marriage.—Norwich (Conn.)
